T HERE will be one great issue before the people of Wisconsin, 
as far as the caoitalist parties of Wisccisin are concerned. 
That issue is the cottroi of all public service corporations by 
the state and the fixing of their rates through government 
comruMstons. 

The queerest part of it all is that the Republican party, con¬ 
trolled by the Stalwarts and the corporations and railroads, proposes 
to bring about the state regulation of railroads. and_£orpora’tiori5T 
Please keep this in mind, and understand it well—the corpora¬ 
tions are pret-nding to demand state regulation and control. 

* • • 

Now one thing is undoubted and conceded by everybody — 
whether he is a Stalwart, a Democrat, a Half-breed or a Social-Demo¬ 
crat—and that is the corrupting influence of corporations in politics. 

There is not a state' in the union that has not felt this influence 
and there is probably none that has felt it more than lyisconsin. 

The railroads have insisted on controlling our legislation. They 
have named our governors with one or two exceptions for the last 
forty years. They have invariably named our judges of the Supreme 
Court and of the Fcderal Courts. 

They have endeavored to put their representatives on all the 
boards that had anything to do wi th taxation. Or whenever they 
could,not do this, they bought up the members that had been ap¬ 
pointed. 

The railroads have gone into the courts and have enjoined our 
state from taxing them. Some of these law-suits are still pending. 

They have always obstructed legislation when hostile to them, and 
have by their lobbying anJ bribery advanced legislation favorable to 
them. > 

• * • 

All this is to be 'hanged, so we arc told, by the "control of, 
public service corporations and fixing their rates by state commission." 
The railroads and public service corporations will suddenly become 
good and beneficial. 

Now is that true? 

Is not the-contrary true? Is it not true that if this policy is car¬ 
ried out our public service corporations will be in politics more than 
they ever have been beforet 

Is it not common sense that if state commissions have the right 
to say how much the public corporations are to charge for car fare, 
electric light, gas, etc, that it will be a question of life and death for 
these corp'ifitians to see who is to act on these commissions? 

And what is more, when the rate regulation bill was up for dis- 
cussiqn in the committee at Madison, the president of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway, Marvin Hughitt, told the committee so in the 
presence of the writer and of many others. He told them that it was 
his duty to protect the property of which he was in charge and that 
he would do his utmost to get governors and rate commissioners fav¬ 
orable to the railroads. And that is natural enough from a business 
standpoint 

• • • *- 

The railroads did so that time and will always do so. Mr. 
Hughitt is not the only man who has done it. A dispatch from St. 
Paul, Minn., says that in an investigation held there, the superinten¬ 
dent of the Chicago, St. Paul and Omaha Railway frankly acknowl¬ 
edged that he had paid salaries to lawyers and other employees who 
were working in Wisconsin to defeat La Fallette, and that he did 
this by order of the president. The railroad magnates claim that as 
citizens of this country they had aright to work for whomever they 
pleased. 

And yet Robert M. La Follette and his crowd are opposed to pub¬ 
lic ownership of the railways and favor “regulation” of public service 
corporations. La Follette is no fool, so this is sheer hypocricy. The 
"Reformers” are down and out in Wisconsin, and it serves them ab¬ 
solutely right, for the)’ are weak sisters. They are neither fish nor 
fowL

To What Is Economic and Political 
Development Tending? 

By PAUL KAMPFMETER.—Traaalated by E. H. THOM'S. 


The Development of Productive Forces in the Future. 

■The forces of production are extending to new spheres every day. 
The break-down of the conditions of production has been postponed 
until the far-off future. 

But postponed is not stopped, and so in the dim distance, say the 
catastrophe theorists, there still lurks tlie violent, terrible economic 

break-down! 

Impenetrable darki :ss indeed hides from our eye* the future de¬ 
velopment of the forces of production. We really do not know to¬ 
ward wliat ends capitalism is surely steering its course. This we do 
it, i know—-but the catastrophe theorists feci it in a sort oi clairvoyant 
fashion and loudly proclaim the unlimited expansion of the forces of 
production. In their imagination, credit is unlimited, and spurs on the 
forces of production to the most tm heard-of achievements. Truly, the 
mo-1 remarkable ideas about a hrainle.s reign of credit sometimes run 
m the heads of some catastrophe theorists. It ahnost seems to them as if 
the meat financiers arc so completely blinded by their desire to put hig 
prom* in ihrir jxickcts, that they are throwing all precautions to the 
winds and investing their money to the most hopeless undertakings. 

1\ seems to lia.vc dbcaped these theorists that on the money 
market today the great hanking combines a -e getting more and more 
cu.itrol. and that in their own interest they arc introducing order 
and method into the credit system. 

Edward Bernstein has rightly pointed o it that spoliation cele¬ 
brates its wildest orgies just at the beginning of the capitalistic era 
' .n the industrial field, speculat-on flourishes most luxuriantly in 
the new liratiches of production. The older a branch of production is, 
(the manufacture of mere articles of fashion excepted) the more s|x-c- 
t) lit ion f eases to play an unrestricted part in it. The conditions <if 
commercial power and the conditions of the market will then lie more 
accurately surveyed, and taken into account with greater certainty." 

Who will tell ns then that the credit system in tin- next decodes 
will grow without limft? Cannot an epoch of thorough Icmk and 
stock exchange reforms set in? And has not a decided halt been 
railed to private speculation in tbe great fields of production, even at 
the pn sent day ? 

1 Vi vate speculation has been banished in part from the extensive 
field of transportation, from the railway system, in which the ac- 
cunmlation of profits in Germany during llit- eventics was most fren¬ 
zied and most unscrupulous. 

The nationalization of the tiade in grain has already been 
warmly discussed in Swit/ei land. 

Great party groups in Germany now passionately advocate the 
flT.i 'iializatipn of mines. 

In some countries the salt and tobacco tradi-s arc government 

monopolies. 

The cities of Germany have partly wrest-d the gas ami water 
service'and the street railways out of the hands of private specula¬ 
tion. 

In short, strict limits have been set to speculation in many fields. 
Tlie leavening process of state ownership, city ownership and co-opera¬ 
tive ownership lakes a wav the very breath of life from the unlimited 
credit system and speculation. 

The break-down theorist must again usurp the office of tlie great 
prophet* of the Old Testament, w hen in his infallible wisdom lie pro¬ 
claims the dawn of an cr$ of unlimited credit. We would ask the 
breakdown theorist*, it credit then must always nlay the part of a 
destroying force, driving capitalism to a catastrophe ? Did not Marx 
himself raise the question, as Bernstein cuipliasizes, whether the 
credit system caimot offer the means “for the gradual extension of co¬ 
operative enterprises on a iqorc or less national ami progressive 
scale ?" 

Thus credit would act as a transitional means to Socialism and 
not as a violent explosive material for capitalism. 

It is evident that, arranging themselves in the preseftt system, the 
economic forces are opening the wav for collective tei.d-ncics. 

Kvcrvwhere. industries managed by the state, the citie* or co- 
ojictativc associations are springing up. 

In some countries, as for instance, Denmark and Norway, even 
STtvdt agricultural producers have turn lifted out of their isolation by 
u i>owcrftil co-operative movement, and united in great associations. 

lti Kngland, the consumers’ co-operative societies liave organized 
n portion of the consumption of workingmen. The gooils are Ixiught 
tip in immense quantities bv the co-operative societies 1 iu-v now no 
lunger go through the hamls of innumerable middlemen and jobbers 
to overflow the smallest shops, lmt flow in large, well - regulated 
streams into the organized and collectively managed store-house* of 
the co-operative societies. In the sphere of consumption ceitain ar¬ 
ranging and collecting forces are springing up with elemental 
strength. 

In the industrial field here and there are arising great combines, 
enormous trusts Engels saw in the trusts lltc final surrender of capi¬ 
talist society “to the systematic production of a rising Socialist society. 
At first, of course, they exist for thr ise anil profit of the capitalists.

To the Socialists of Mercer 
County, 

Comrades: I am in receipt of 
your letter in which you request me 
to become your candidate for the 
Fourth Congressional District of 
New Jersey. I accept the invita¬ 
tion and thank you for the privilege 
of serving you; believing as I do 
that there ha* never been a cam¬ 
paign in our history in which vigor¬ 
ous work by Socialists has been so 
imperatively called for. Our pro¬ 
phesies are beginning to come true, 
and the seeds which we have sown 
are boring fruit; under the pres¬ 
sure of r.-ormous economic forces, 
the people are at last opening their 
eves; and perplexed politicians find 
themselves whirled hither and 
thither like leaves before a hurri¬ 
cane.

Labor in Chicago Stock Yards. 
The fact that M 


r. Armour is 
only following the ordinary bu-i- 
ness principle* in the hiring of la¬ 
bor does not alter or mitigate the 
other fact that Mr. Armour’s em¬ 
ployes have wretched homes and 
live wretched lives. Mr. Armour 
is not responsible for the 
fact that in his business 
he need three common la¬ 
borers for every skilled artisan. But 
the consequence of that fact is that 
the district immediately surround¬ 
ing the stock yards is a common la¬ 
bor district living on common la¬ 
bor wages. 

It is in that district, of all dis¬ 
tricts in America, that common la¬ 
ter can lie seen in the nakedest 
form and in the largest mass. There 
the concentration of an enormous 
industry lias created an almost feu¬ 
dal domain of central factory- 
castles and of hoveled industrial 
peasants. There the development 
of scientific methods of produc¬ 
tion lias almost eliminated the 
skilled artisan,and has left a sod¬ 
den monotonous heap of mere 
breathing musile. 

If the 50-c^nt man worked 10 
hours a day six days in the week 
throughout the' year he would have 
an average weekly wage of $30. 
If the tykS-g^pt man worked 
steadily in the saute way he would 
have a weekly wage of $10.50. But 
actual wages fall far below this 
level. 

Work in the stockyards is ir¬ 
regular. The shipments of cattle 
vary. There is a daily variation 
and there is a seasonal variation. 
The daily variation runs from, say, 
30,000 cattle on Wednesday to, sav, 
300 on Saturday. The seasonal 
variation is an even greater hard¬ 
ship. In summer there arc com- 
aratively few animals to be slaugh¬ 
tered. Therefore the average 
workday is much shorter in sum¬ 
mer than it is in winter. 

A common laborer, a 17!^-cent 
man. would, of course, be subject 
to the same daily and seasonable 
variations which reduced the earr¬ 
ings of the 30-cent man from $30 
a week to $14.11 in a bad year and 
to $21.70 in a good one. The actual 
wages of the man now

All the prominent 
figures of a year ago, such as Debs, 
Simons, Coates and others were 
absent, and only DeLeon, the only 
genuine “intellectual,” was there, 
and nearly tbe whole week was 
wasted uy the latter and his fol¬ 
lowers in quarreling over tlu: seal¬ 
ing of contested delegates. Ac¬ 
cording to the Chicago paper*;, the 
Western miners took a hostil : posi¬ 
tion against the deleonites from the 
start.

The man who stirs up the Sentinel's editorial quills this time is 
our candidate for district attorney, Comrade 'V. F. Thiel, in a speech 
on the South Side the past week Comrade Thiel said: 

"There is nowadays one law for the rich and one for the poor. 
If I am fleeted district attorney, 1 shall sec that the rich get nothing 
hut justice, and plenty of it. VVhen the rich man gets into court he 
hires his- lawyers and rides through the law with a coach and six. If 
he doesn't succeed in doing this at once, he takes an appeal, until he 
perhaps finds a judge who needs the money, for there arc some judges 
who make money on the side." 

The Sentinel, .with mock reverence for even-handed justice, com¬ 
mends Comrade Thiel’s statement that there should not be one law for 
the rich and another for the poor, and having thus fortified, itself in 
the reader’s mind as in favor of w hat is fair, proceeds to rer ’ our 
candidate a lesson for hinting that money talks in legal matters. "It 
is a serious charge to make,’ it says (and by the way, it makes no 
(difference whether the editorial‘was- written by the Sentinel editor or 
| by Mr. Pfistcr’s legal handy-man, Charley Quarles) "and Mr. Thiel 
should be promptly brought to book by the bar association." The 
bar association, it may be explained, is the labor union of the lawyers.

It is a long time since the orgonized labor movement of Mil¬ 
waukee was so* stirre<f up over an outside matter as it has been over 
the attack on the striking molders by the Rev. Enoch Perry, two Sun¬ 
days ago. The molders have been ptsting up a magnificent fight 
against an association of employer*, nation-wide, that is bent on crash¬ 
ing trade unionism with the power of money and the power that lies 
in the right to employ or not employ (blacklist). In fact the Metal 
Trades employers have about carried the systematic blacklist as far 
as it is safe to go, and In Milwaukee, the same as ht every other large 
industrial city, maintainadown-town office with atfpid secretary con¬ 
stantly on duty, which serves no other purpose than that of a black¬ 
listing clearing house. Every employe is forced to answer in black 
and white a long list of questions about himself aari his connections 
and the cards bearing these answers also beat the anmmcnt of the em¬ 
ployers giving as much of a history of the man aft they have knowl¬ 
edge of.
